Conflicts' Frequent in Work. | 

Tt has happened that the work of each of | 
these governmental branches overlaps that 
another is doing. -This was true notably 
in the case of the beef trust in Chicago. This 
alleged trust was investigated by the com- 

oner of corporations, and was prose- 
cuted by the department of justite, which 
also had had investigating agents at work. 
The prosecution failed because of the im- 
munity the court held had been granted by 
‘the commissioner of corporations. 

In connection with the Standard Oil case 
the interstate commerce commission and the 
bureau of corporations conducted independ- 
ent inquiries at the sametime. The question. 
at railroad discrimination was an important 
feature of this investigation. It is evident, 
therefore,, that economy and more efficient 
results may be obtained either by a redis- 
tribution of the work of these branches of 
the government or by real codrdination. 

Attorney General Wickersham is in hearty 
sympathy with the reform ideas of Mr. Taft, 
as is also Secretary Nagel. The interstate 
commerce commission seems to be divided, 
however, with respect to any change in its 
powers. It is insisted that the so-called Hep- 
burn act, which Mr. Roosevelt forced through 
congress two years ago, has been in opera- 
tion only two years; that good results have 
been obtained thereunder, and that more 
satisfactory results will flow as the rulings 
settling the fundamental propositions are 
made. 

It is contended also that in spite of the 
tremendous number of complaints received 
the business of the commission is practically 
up to date, consequently there is no neces-

Count Zeppelin’s Craft Creates

| FORCES LINING UP | 
FOR TARIFF FIGHT 


Friends and Enemies of Payne 
Bill Brepare for Lively 
Tilt in House. 


CLARK LEADS MINORITY. 


On Some Provisions Republic- 
ans and .Democrats May 
Be in Accord. 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—The spon- 
sors and defenders of the Payne tariff bill 
are aligning their forces, furbishing their 
weapons, and concentrating muaitions in an- 
ticipation of a lively tilt over the measure 
on the floor of the house. 

“Councils of war follow on the heels of 
conferences, and the committee rooms, 
headquarters of the Payne forces and the 
Democratic enemy,“ are taking on the ap- 
pearance of armed camps. Republicans 
make no secret of their expectations of a 
brisk fight on the new revenue measure and 
are laying plane accordingly. 

Chairman Payne, supported by ‘his chief 
Heutenant, Representative John Dalsell 
{[Pa.], and other Republican members of the 
house ways and means committee, together 
with Representative Broussard [La.], the 
newly appointed Democrat, will be armed 
with thousands of documents and communi- 
cations for the defense of the provisions in 
the bill. 

Directly beneath the headquarters of the 
Payne forces are the headquarters of the 
Democrats. Champ Clark, the minority 
leader, has taken possession of John Sharp 
Williama’ old room and was today occupied 
with the preparation of the report of the 
minority. With the exception of Mr. Brous- 
sard, the Democratic members have held 
their councils for the last few days in the 
Clark headquarters. They will. make a 
strong fight against every protective duty in 
the bill unless it is a revenue producer. 

While the Payne and the Clark forces will 
be lined up against each other on many ques- 
tions, there probably will be several duties 
on which they will join in fighting other 
opposition. 


Ambiguity Also an Issue. . 

Revision of the present tariff law with re- 
gard to ambiguous phraseology will be given 
more attention in the senate than in the 
house. Changes in the wording of various 
paragraphs and sections of the bill have been 
made in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of Thomas J. Dougherty, assistant 
counsel of the treasury department, and Maj. 
H rt M. Lord, U. 8. A., who was clérk of 
the ways and means committee during the 
Dingley revision. 

Notable among the changes brought about 
by the suggestions, which were based on the 
decisions of the courts and the board of gen- 
eral appraisers, are the new pgragraphs of 
the metal schedules providing duties on steel, 
wool, or steel shavings; diamond steel, grit, 
iron sand, and similar articles; chrome metal, 
ferro-manganese, ferro-tungsten, ferro-sili- 
con, and similar metals; alloys and other 
mixed metals not specially provided for, and 
the general provision restricting the use of 
the terms fron plates, steel plates, and plate 
fron and stee) to articles having plane sur- 
faces for use as parts of construction but not 
as tools or instruments in manufacturing. 


Fight on Camphor Duty. 

Synthetic camphor, a product of synthetic 
chemistry, made from oil of turpentine, has 
been assessed a duty of 6 cents per pound, 
the same as is now imposed on refined cam- 
phor. It was recently proposed to plant cam- 
phor trees in those sections of Florida where 
the orange industry has been driven out by 
frosts, and tariff framers received many pro- 
tests against this provision. 

Much complaint was made that olive oll, 
imported free of duty for manufacturing pur- 
poses, has been used by foreigners of the 
poorer classes for food. This has resulted in 
a provision that olive ofl, to be admitted free 
of duty, must be rendered unfit for use as 
food by such means as shall be satisfactory 
to the secretary of the treasury. 

The administrafive feature of the new bill 
is also receiving the earnest attention of the 
treasury officials. An important change 
proposed in the new bill is the method to be 
adopted in certain cases fn finding market 
values upon which to assess ad valorem 
duties. In the present law the treasury de- 
partment, when it is unable to find market 
values in the country of origin of the goods, 
is permitted to make such value by finding 
the cost of production and adding thereto 
an arbitrary amount for profit. 


Plan Turns System Around. 

The proposed plan in a way turns this 
system around. It takes the wholesale sell- 
ing price in the United States and deducts 
from that the estimated duties thereon, the 
cost of transportation, insurance, and other 
necessary expenses from the place of ship- 
ment to the place of delivery and a reason- 
able commission if such has been paid. 

The law in regard to the marking of articles 
of foreign manufacture is made much more 
drastic. The present lay provides that 
articles that are usually marked shall bear 
the name of the country of origin, but the 
new provision changes this to all articles 
that are capable of being marked, stangped, 
branded, or labeled. 

The seizing point of goods that have been 
undervalued is changed from 50 per cent to 
100 per eent of undervaluation. 


PHILIPPINES FEAR EFFECTS. 

MANILA, March 22.—Officials of the insu- 
lar government, members of the Philippine 
assembly, and others in close touch with the 
affairs of the Philippine government a 
seriously concerned over the loss in revenſſes 
which will result from the establishment of | 
the reciprocal free trade between the islan 8 
and the United States under the provision of 
the Payne tariff bill. It is feared that the 
deficit for the first year will approximate 
$2,500,000, and that it will increase from year 
to year. Governor General Smith has com- 
municated with Secretary of War Dickinson, 
declaring it as his opinion that the insular 
government would be seriously crippled 
financially by the operation of the Payne 
bill. The consideration of the tariff ques- 
tion is having a marked retarding effect on 
local business conditions. 


MANUFACTURERS FAVOR BILL 
FOR FREE FILIPINO SUGAR. 


Say Removal of Tariff Would Mean New 
Mills and Create Demand for Ma- 
chinery—300 to Attend Banquet.

ministrative body without judicial functions, 
the division of the country, into districts, in 
each of which there shall be a local com- 
mission authorized to deal with the questions 
arising in its district, the right of appeal to 
the commission in Washington being al- 
lowed.

It is claimed that the place for the bureau 
of corporations is not the department of com- 
merce and labor but the department of jus- 
tice. Up to date, its work has led to prosecu- 
tions, and in order to prevent embarrassing 
complications during the trial of the cases 
it is urged that the attorney general should 
be authorized to supervise its operations. 
Moreover, a great deal of its work is legal 
in character. 

The bureau was organized in the interest of 
more effective supervision of the great com- 
binations of capital, and it has made not only 
a number of important inquiries but recom- 
mendations of positive character as to the 
relations which shal! subsist bet ween the cor- 
porations doing an interstate business and 
the federal government. 


Many Advantages Are Seen. 

In the latter respect particularly the de- 
partment of commerce and labor is interest- 
ed, since the policy the government pursues 
towards corporations affects vitally the com- 
merce of the country. Ine department of 
commerce and labor, therefore, would prefer 
that the bureau of corporations remain 
where it Is. It seems certain, however, that 
the inquisitorial work of the three agencies 
named will be consolidated, thereby, it is 
believed, preventing interference, securing 
economy, and effecting a more efficient ad- 
ministration. - 

In regard to the reforms he will seek in 
connection with railroads, President Taft is 
determined to obtain legislation granting to 
the government the supervision and control 
of railway capitalization... This will carry 
with it the right of the government to make 
a physical valuation of railway property. 

President Taft holds that the control of 
railway capitalization will injure no sound 
corporation. It is evident that no conserva- 
tive management will increase securities 
beyond the ability of assured earnings to sup- 
port the increased interest charges or divi- 
dend payments. Beyond this the domain of 
speculation lies. Cases may arise where it 
would be proper, even in the interest of the 
investors, to draw securities against future 
expectations, but so far as the public inter- 
ests are concerned it is held that it is better

There can be no doubt that the amount and 
character of corporate securities are im- 
portant elements in the maintenance of a 
stable fund of business credits, and the prea- 
ident is determined to assure it.

MARKS ADVANCE. 


Law. of Maritime War Has 
Important Modifications 
as to Contraband. 


AMERICAN IDEAS WIN. 


! — 
Principles Will Be Guide for In- 


ternational Prize Court at’ 
The Hague. 


Washington, D. 0. March 21.—The declara- 
tion of principles regarding the law of mari- 
time war agreed upon by the conference of 
ten of the principal maritime nations of the 
world, held in London last winter and known 
as the maritime cohference, was made pub- 
lic at the state department today. 

Probably the most interesting features 
from the American standpoint are the decla- 
rations regarding what constitutes condi- 
tional contraband and what is free of con- 


traband. Many of the declarations had not 


deen previously made public. 

The principles annunciated are to act as a 
guide for the governmesat of the internafiona! 
prize.court to be established at The Hague. 
They are regarded as ot great importance 
and mark a decided step forward in the es- 
tablishment of a code for naval warfare. 

The estimate is made that under the head 
of conditional contraband exports approx- 
imating at this time $900,000,000 a year would 
> ele the event of war, and under 

e of free of contraband exports a 
proximating $400,000,000. | . 


Effective Blockade Defined. 

The essence of the declaration on blockade 
te that it must be confined to the ports and 
coasts belonging to or occupied by the enemy 
and that the biockade to be binding must be 
effective. The Anglo-American doctrine of 
notice of blockade was adopted, as against 
the continental. This is that notice through 
diplomatic channels of the etsablishment of 
such blockade is sufficient. 

A compromise was reached in the matter of 
the doctrine of continudus voyage, all parties 
making concessions; but the main features of 
the Anglo-American doctrine that the ulti- 
mate destination of the contraband shall de- 
termine whether such cargo is subject to 
seizure as contraband, is retained in the case 
of absolute contraband; but is given up in 
the case of conditional contraband. 

On the question of cogtraband, the confer- 
ence adopted three c ificationa—viz.: Ab- 
solute, conditional, and not contraband. Ab- 
solute contraband includes generally articles 
and implements of war, and that may be 
used in war. Conditional contraband includes 
food supplies, fodder, and grain, clothing, 
@iitable for military use; gold and silver, 


‘coined and in bars, and paper representing 


money, airships and fiying machines, fuel, 
lubricants, powders and explosives not spe- 
cially designed for war use, barbed wire, 
horseshoes and shoeing outtfits. 

Ameri Position Upheld. 

Article 47 provides that any person belong- 
ing to the armed forces of the enemy and 
found on board of a neutral war vessel may 
be made a prisoner of war, even though there 
be no ground for seizing the vessel. This 
principle conforms to the attitude taken by 
the United States in the famous Mason and 
Slidell case during the civil war, when these 
men were taken from the British steamer 
Trent. 

The conference declared in article 48 that 
a neutral vessel which has been seized can 
not be destroyed by the captor, but must be 
conducted into the proper port, in order that 
the validity of the capture may be deter- 
mined upon. Asan exception to this rule it 
is declared that a neutral vessel seized by a 
belligerent and which is subject to confisca- 
tion may be destroyed if the observance of 
article 48 might jeopardize the safety of the 
war vessel or the success of the operations 
in which the latter is actually engaged.

Text of Rate Planks. 

Here are the two planks in the league's 
declaration of principles which deal direct! 
with the rate situation and which differ i 
notable particulars from other platforms of 
the M. V. L.: 
All public service corporations are enti- 
tled to a fair return on the actual value of 
the tangible property employed by them in 
properly conducting such public utilities 
over and above all proper and legitimate ex- 
penses and charges for depreciation and re- 
newals. The remaining income from such 


people and should be realized by them either 
in reduced rates or a percentage of the re- 
ceipts as direct compensation, or both. 

“In order that the city council may in- 
telligently exercise its right to fix reasonable 
rates and make reasonable regulations in 
connection with the operation of public 
utilities, competent and trustworthy experts 
should be engaged from time to time to 
gather and arrange the necessary data, fig- 
ures, and information on which a correct 
judgment and conclusions may be based; 
and these should be laid before the council 
and the public a reasonable length of time 
before any rate regulation is adopted.” 


Want Records Examined.

construction, mantenance, use, and opera- 
tion of the property of public utility corpor- 
ations. — 

The platform demands modern methods of 
accounting in the city government in the 
following plank: © : 

“The city in all ite departments should 
have a thorough and bustnesglike system of 
accounting and auditing. THrough periodic 
examinations, the employment of experts, 
and technical study of the functions, ad- 
ministrations, and requirements of the vari- 
ous branches of municipal government, im- 
proved business methods should be intro- 
duced into all of them, so that not only may 
economies be effected but the most approved 
and skilled service rendered to the people.“

Chicago Federation Favors Bill 
Intended to Stop Bribery. 


HITS AT. “SKINNY” MADDEN. 


Would End Extortions Sach as Have 
Been Charged to Leader. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor yester- 
day went on record as opposed to graft, ex- 
tortion, and bribery of representatives of la- 
bor. The action.was embodied in the in- 
dotsement of a bill to be introduced in the 
legislature providing for the '' punishment of 
employers and contractors of labor found 
guilty of giving bribes to representatives of 
labor unions. | 

The bill is a substitute for the anti-graft ” 
measure introduced in the federation several 
weeks ago and killed in committee, because 
the officers of the federation held it was too 
severe on bribe taking labor leaders and too 
lenient with bribe giving employers.” 

The substitute bill was reported in by the 
legislative committee in response to specific 
instructions from the federation, the com- 
mittee twice having dodged taking action on 
‘the original measure. After being read by 
Secretary William M. Rossell ot the com- 
mittee, the substitute was adopted unani- 
mously without debate. 


Act Aims at Em 
In the original measure br've giving em- 
ployers and bribe taking labor leaders were 
placed on an equality as regards the law, 
while in the new bill it is evident that the 
officers of the federation are aiming spe- 
cifically at employers and “ apologizing 
for the labor leaders. 
It is feared that this feature of the act, 
if it should be enacted into law, immediate- 
ly would stamp it as class legislation and 
unconstitutional. 
The bill, which is entitled an act toamend 
the pena! code to punish employers and con- 
tractors of labor relative to bribery of rep- 
resentatives of labor organizations,’’ makes 
it a misdemeanor for any labor leader or any 
firm, corporation, or member thereof, or 
agent to give, solicit, or accept a bribe in 
connection with the calling and settling of 
strikes. 
This feature is aimed at bribe giving and 
at the alleged blackmailing and extortion tac- 
tics of Skinny Madden and his coterie 
in the Associated Building Trades. 


Riverview Park Action Deferred. 

The federation refused to remove River- 
view park from the “ unfair list,“ deferring 
action until the next meeting to give the 
amusement park committee time in which 
to continue negotiations with the park man- 
agement relative to agreementa and wage 
scales for the various crafts employed. 
Delegates of the Keg Beer Drivers’ union 
No. 748 were unseated and the union ousted 
from the federation for severing affiliation 
with the International Brotherhood of Team- 
sters and joining the cecesslonist union 
of teamsters. The action was taken at the 
demand of President William A. Neer of 
the teamsters joint council. 
A. Gilchrist, business agent of the Whole- 
sale Grocery Employés’ union, reported that 
the merchants’ exchange had refused to 
grant a nine hour day, as demanded by the 
union. The agreement expires April 1. The 
grievance committee wae inetructed to open 
negotiations with the merchants.

Measure to Better Condition 
of Workers Goes to As- 
sembly This Week.

EMPLOYERS COMMEND IT. 


Representatives of Manufactur- 
ers Withdraw Objections 
Caused by First Act. 


There will be no concerted opposition to 
the bill which aims to better the condition of 
industrial workers that Gov. Deneen will 
send to the legislature this week. A simi- 
lar bill which was presented to the legis- 
lature two years ago was disapproved by 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ association on ac- 
count of the large discretionary powers it 
gave to the state factory inspector, but the 
present bill, which was drafted by the in- 
dustrial commission appointed by Gov. De- 
neen, already has been carefully scrutinized 
by a committee of fifteen members of the 
association and has had further official sanc- 
tion by thé board of directors. 

Three members of the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ association were members of the in- 
dustrial commission, Charles Piez, E. E. 
Baker, and P. A. Peterson, There have 
been concessions made by the manufacturers, 
who have become convinced that certain 
evils which they saw in the other measure 
two years ago were more or less imaginary, 
while on the other hand the representatives 
of the association on the commission have 
succeeded in making this bill much more 
specific than the former one, thereby elimi- 
nating the danger which they foresaw if 
some future factory inspector should become 
prejudiced against certain manufacturers. 


Piez Foresees Easy Sailing.” 
Charles Piez, president of the Link Belt 
company, was the Chicago member of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association on the 
commission. In speaking of the measure yes- 
terday he said: 

“I feel sure we have overcome all of the 
difficulties which caused the opposition tothe 
bill two years ago. bill, which we 
have framed after an austive study of 
the situation, is a compromise measure in 
a way, and we manufacturers have become 
convinced that some of the fancied evils 
contained in the other bill were not really a 
menace to us. This bill has been submitted 
to a committee of fifteen appointed by the 
president of the Illinois Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation to report on it, and they have given 
it their unqualified indorsement. i 
“ As a matter of fact there is a growing 
disposition on the part of employers to im- 
prove the condition of their employés, The 
former opposition to the bill was not so 
much that the employers did not want to. 
do ack pee Ay ny they could be reasonably 
expected to to safeguard their employés, 
but it was rather that they feared the broad 
powers which the bill gave tp the factory 
inspectors. We have reduced generaliza- 
tions to the minimum: in this bill. 


Calls City Acts Dead Letter. 
There are a number of ordinances of the 
city of Chicago aimed to ameliorate the con- 
dition of employés, but unfortunately these 
city ordinances are administered laxly. Take, 
for instance, the ordinance requiring em- 
ployers to provide seats for their women em- 
ployés. I think some of the large stores 
bave complied with the ordinance, but for 
the most part I believe it is a dead letter. 
“Now, with the passage of this bill the 
state factory inspector will have jurisdic-’ 
tion, and if the city authorities do not en- 
force the ordina then it will devolve 
upon the factory in tor to see that seats 
are supplied. ; 
“We found during our investigation of 
manufacturing plants throughout the state 
that so much progress had been made in the 
installation of safety arrangements and im- 
proved sanitation that I do not Believe our 
proposed measure will work a hardship or. 
require manufacturers to do much morethan 
they have already done voluntarily.”

As time progresses and more subways are 
made, .the requirements of transportation 
will undoubtedly justify construction of 
north and south subways through the west- 
wardly portion of the business district. 


3 Modefate Level Favored. 

The difficulties to be encountered in the 
course of construction are covered in a sum- 
mary of soil and foundation conditions given 
in this connection. It follows: 

“The nature of the soils in which con- 
struction of subways must be made de- 
manded an investigation of building founda- 
tions, and it was therefore deemed advisable 
to secure the services of Mr. E. C. Shankland, 
whose successful experience in this branch 
of engineering is wide and tried. 

Experience has demonstrated the feasi- 
bility of constructing subbasement build- 
ings in any part-ef the city to a depth below 
that contemplated for the bottom of sub- 
ways, though not without some difficulties in 
preserving the condition of the foundations 
of adjacent buildings. It has, therefore, not 
been eonsidered wise to contemplate a depth 


of excavation for subways as deep as com- 


monly used for subbasement buildings, but 
to keep high enough to avoid any danger to 
buildings if reasonably well considered 
methods of construction be adopted and 
the proper conduct of the work be pur- 
sued. It has also been deemed wise that 
the side walls of any subway should not 
approach closer to existing foundations than 
entire safety permits, or not nearer than 
immediately inside the ordinary curb walls 
dividing the street from sidewalk space.“ 
All suggestions for double deck or low 
level subways were disposed of by the bu- 
reau in a few sentences. They were: 
“The construction difficulties involved in 
making a comprehensive low level subway 


seem to be so great that, while such a thing 


is physically possible, it would be attended 
by prohibitive expenditures and extreme 
danger to the foundations of buildings dur- 
ing construction. The risks involved, as well 
as cost, seem to be so extraordinary that 
such an arrangement is impracticable,” 


Capacity of First Subway. 

The capacity of the proposed initial sub- 
way from Chicago avenue and Orleans street 
to State and Twenty-second streets, having 
two tracks for surface lines and two for 
elevated trains, is estimated by the engineers 
as 18,000 per hour in each direction for the 
former and 25,000 for the latter. 

The details of this estimate and some 
description of the consideration given real 
estate owners and the passengers were as 
follows: 

„This contemplates the movement of 240 
cars per hour on the tracks devoted to sur- 
face lines, and fifty trains, each of seven 
cars, per hour on the tracks devoted to the 
elevated lines, making a total carrying ca- 
pacity of 86,000 passengers per hour, or not 
far different from either the present carrying 
capacity of the combined elevated roads or 
combined surface roads in their present state 
of congested traffic. In other words, it will 
add 50 per cent to the carrying capacity of 
the local transportation lines: 

“Tf the subway here described is con- 
structed and other subways be built east and 
west to terminal points on the Metropolitan 
elevated railroad at Halsted street and Blue 
Island avenue, and on the line of the Lake 
Street elevated railroad at Halsted and Lake 
streets, as much more capacity for trans- 
portation will have been created, with the 
probability that the combined subway con- 
struction thus outlined will give for the time 
being relief from existing congestion.” 

The problem of ventilation, which in the 
construction of all subways always has been 
a serious one, is recommended for disposition 
by the use of exhaust fans, driven electrical- 
ly, in as many of the utility chambers as 


necessary.

Asquith will make a statement tomorrow in 
reference to the Dreadnoughts which will re- 
move the cause for Balfour’s motion of cen- 
gure. 
It may be pointed out that the govern- 
ment’s embarrassment in the naval question 
due to two facts. First, unless eight 
Preadnoughts are built, Foreign Secretary 
gir Edward Gre} and the whole board of the 
admiralty. both the professional and the po- 
litical members, will resign. Second, if the 
“government up to now had pledged itself to 
puild eight such vessels, David Lloyd-George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, and Winston 
Churchill, president of the board of trade, 
would have resigned. 
Asquith favors the eight ships, and it is a 
perfectly safe prophecy to say that the ves- 
gels will be laid down within a year. In view 
of the tremendous agitation already begun 
it is more than doubtful if Lloyd-George and 
Churchill will carry out their threat. 
The opposition is determined to force the 
immediate yielding of the point. There is good 
reason to believe that it will go so far, if 
necessary, as to throw up the whole budget 


in the house of lords unless the point is con- 


ceded. If the extreme program is adopted 
the overwhelming defeat of the government 
jn the general election is a foregone conclu- 
sion. 4 
New Zealand Offers Battleship. 
WELLINGTON, N. Z., March 21:—The New 
Zealand government has onered to defray 
the cost of a first class battleship of the 
latest type. The money for this purpose will 
de forthcoming immediately, and, if neces- 
sary, funds will be raised for the construction 
of a second battleship.

Missouri Experts Will Determine on the 
Value of Deuces When Limit Is Sky 
and Other Debated Questions.

Jefferson City, Mo., March 21.—[Special. }— 
The great Anterican game of poker has re- 
ceived its first favorable legislative recogni- 
tion. A bill was introduced yesterday by 
Representative Conran creating a board of 
control for poker players and authorizing 
the governor to appoint four experts. The 
chairman is to receive 10 per cent of every 
jackpot and the other members 5 per cent. 
The rest will go to the state road fund. 

The first duty of the board will be to deter- 
mine the exact status of the joker in aces, 
Straights, and flushes. Following this, it 
will determine. whether with the four and 
five of hearts, the er, the seven of clubs, 
and the queen of hearts, it is better to discard 
the queen and draw to a straight, or discard 
the club and draw to a flush.

Lead of Capital Will Be Followed in 
Provinces. 


PARIS. March 21,—The strike of the em- 
ployés of the pastoffice department, which 
practically has isolated Paris and cut off 
Francé from communication with the out- 
side world for the last week, collapsed today. 
The strike committee made the first move 
to effect a settlement, virtually suing for 
peace. The government met the committee 
half way. 
Representatives of the linemen this after- 
noon called on M. Barthou, minister of public 
works, ostensibly to protest against charges 
that they had cut the wires, but during the 
interview they communicated to the minister 
the terms on which the allied associations, 
collectively, would resume work. : 
These were, first, the resignation of M. 
Simyan, under secretary of posts and tele- 
graphs; second, that no employé should be 
dismissed on account of the strike. They 
also desired the assurance that the delegates 
of the association hereafter should be permit- 
ted to lay their grievances directly before 
the minister of public works. 
Ministers Extend Friendly Hand. 
M. Barthou received the deputation in a 
conciliatory spirit. He said the government 
could not discuss the resignation of an official 
except with parliament, but he practically 
gave the delegation the satisfaction they de- 
manded on other points, explaining to them, 
however, that the government had not yet 
exercised its right of dismissal. He said that 
warnings had been sent to every striker 
without exception to appear for duty not 
later than Tuesday. Moreover, he agreed 
to receive the representatives of the asso- 
ciation whenever they had grievafices to 
present. 
Premier Clemenceau later met the deputa- 


with regard to the attitude of the govern- 
ment. 
At the conclusion of these interviews the 
strike committee met and decided upon the 
resumption of work tomorrow. This decision 
was announced at a massmeeting at which 
5,000 strikers were presént. At first the 
announcement met with a storm of protest, 
but eventually it was agreed to hold another 
meeting and listen to the explanations of 
the leaders’ action. Much less opposition 
developed at this meeting. ° 

Over a Third Already Working. 
An official statement issued this evening 
reports that more than a third of the strikers 
have resumed work in Paris. All branches 
of the service, with the aid of the military, 
are beginning to assume something like nor- 
mal conditions. 
A slight increase in the movement was 
reported in the provinces, but the employ és 
of the state throughout the provinces will 
follow the lead of the men in Paris.

his last day here for the next two years, in 
going to church and receiving farewell callie 
from relatives and friends. : 

Mr. Roosevelt dined at half past 1 with his 
family, which included his cousin, W. Emlen 
Roosevelt and wife. At 2:30 the baggage 
agents of the Hamburg-American line went 
to Sagamore Hill and made arrangements 
with Mr. Roosevelt to take his personal bag- 
gage at an early hour gomorrow to the 

ip Hamburg at Hoboken. 


Will Make No Farewell Statement. 
After he had finished his business with the 
baggage agents Mr. Roosevelt reéeived the 
ewspaper men on the plasza of his home. 
hen asked if he was going to make any 
farewell statement to the Ameri¢an people 
he replied: * 

“I must ask you to excuse I have 
nothing to say because I have nothing to 
gay. I am a private citizen, and as such 
nothing that I could say would be of interest 
to the public.” 

On being shown a clipping from a news- 
paper in which it was stated that he had 
invited a man named Stevenson from Minne- 


velt said: 

“If he is coming I do not know it. The 
party consists, as I previously have stated, 
of three scientists from the Smithsonian in- 
stitution, my son Kermit, and myself. Alfred 
Cunningham, the English manager of the 
hunting expedition, joins us at Mombasa. 

“If any person attempts to join the ex- 
pedition in Africa, I think I may be able to 
find a way to stop them. There is a story 
of a man who went to Texas with a .22 
caliber revolver.

He will spend 
the day in New York City and return here 
for dinner. 

When told that about 5,000 delegates from 
various Republican organizations, repre- 
senting many parts of the United States, 
were going to see him off, Mr. Roosevelt 
was so astounded that he sidestepped and 
nearly fell up the steps leading to his piazza. 

‘*Gracious me! he exclaimed, “ you don’t 
mean it! Are all those people coming to see 
me off? I knew Loeb and some city officials 
were coming down the bay in a tug, but I 
never dreamed of such a rod as this. lam 
glad you told me, as thé French ambassador, 
M. Jusserand, wrote me that he was coming 
to say good-by on the Hamburg, and I will 
write a letter to see that he is properly 
taken care of.” 

“Will you make an address to the dele- 
gates, colonel?’ he was asked. 

No, I will not. I want to say now that 
I do not intend to and will not make any 
statement either here or at Hoboken, Gi- 
braltar, Naples, or in Mombasa regarding 
Africa or any other subject. Anything ap- 
pearing as corn ing from me will be false on 
its face.“ 1

CUTTING DOWN ESTIMATES. 
The heads of departments of the city 
government and of the great national de- 


particular this year. They submitted es- 
timates much in excess of the probable 
revenues. Congress expressed through a 
provision of the sundry service appropria- 
tion dill its opinion of a practice which 
it believes puts on it a responsibility it 
should not accept. Henceforth when the 
requests for appropriations exceed the es- 
timated revenues the executive must point 
out where the estimates can be reducod 
with least injury to the public service so 
as to bring them within the revenues, or 
if they cannot be reduced without injury 
to the service to recommend to congress 
such loans or new taxes as may be neces- 
sary to cover the resulting deficiency. 

The desirability of reform was recog- 
nized by Secretary Cortelyou. He recom- 
mended that the secretary of the treas- 
ury be authorized to coördinate the de 
partment estumates before their submis- 
sion to congress, and that there be a joint 
commi of the two branches to compare 
the estimates and to distribute increases 
or decreases equitably. 
his plan and substituted its own. It may 
answer the purpose as well as his, if not 
better. Certainly it was high time that 
something should be done to bring ap- 
propria tions and revenues into closer ac- 
cord during a season of deficits, 

It is not a bad idea to leave it to the 
executive of the national government, of 
a state, or of a municipality to indicate 
where estimates can be reduced with the 
least injury to the public service. He 
ought to be better qualified to do it than a 
congress, a legislature, or a council. If 
a legislature—the Illinois legislature, for 
instance—were to be of the opinion that 
the total appropriations should not ex- 
ceed a certain figure which fel] below the 
estimates there is no reason why the gov- 
ernor should not be asked by the legis!a- 
ture to advise it as to where the pruning 
knife could be used with the least harm. 


HOW SHALL THEY KNOW? 

A candidate for naturalization ought to 
know the fundamentals of American civil 
government. If he does not, the denial 
of the privilege for the time being is 
proper. ‘But episodes of this character 
connected with the foreign born suggest 
the query often expressed, How shall 
they know about these things? 

The Sons of the\American Revolution, 
working in cotperation with the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor at Washing- 
ton, have distributed in Chicago in recent 
months 70,000 leaflets, printed in different 
languages, which tell intending citizens 
some of the elementary things about the 
government of the United States. 

There is little doubt, however, that 
there is need for a good deal of literature 
of this character. A really good eight 
page leafiet telling in simple language the 
essential facts in the history of the United 
States would meet a great demand. The 
eagerness to learn is noted everywhere. 
There is no trouble on that score. It is 
the lack of opportunity that handicaps 
many a would-be citizen. He cannot at- 
tend school: He does not know where to 
turn for the easily understood pamphlet 
that will aid him in his earnest desire. 

The public schools are solving such 
problems for the children of immigrants. 
It is the older members of the family 
who find difficulty in learning what they 
would like to know. 


INSANITY AND THE STATE, 

The biennial report of the Illinois state 
board of charities is disheartening, so far 
as its discussion of insanity is concerned. 
Some comparative figures are given. In 
1878 there were 2,576 insane persons in 
the public institutions of Illinois, Im 1908 
there were 12,084. In 1878 the total pop- 
ulation was 2,968,000. In 1908 it was 
5,618,000. In 1878 one person out of 
1.152 ot the population was cared for in 
a public institution as insane. In 1908 
one out of 465. The population had in- 
creased 89 per cent in thirty years. Tho 
insane population cared for by the state 
has increased 369 per cent. 

The immediate need from the standpoint 
of the board of charities is larger room 
and better facilities fo. classifying and 
handling this growing company of de 
pendents. From the standpoint of the 
citizen’ the natural query is, is there no 
way to check this alarming increase of 
insane? Physicians are giving the sub- 
ject close attention. There is‘a demand 
for improved opportunities for studying 
incipient insanity, for taking those on the 
borderland in time to save them from the 
impending fate. 

The ideals of modern philanthropy re- 
quire that every possible provision shall 
be made for the unfortunate thousands 
pressing upon the state for care. But the 
study of measures for prevention has ita 
importance emphasized every time any 
such comparative statements as the one 
given above is examined. If there has 
been neglect of the prospective patient in 
the borderland state, when timely aid 
might have saved- him, preventive plans 
should have stronger support. It the

Moving time is drawing near. 
are in many windows. 
agent and the janitor are busy anewer- 
ing qyestions. The familiar. inquiries 
about heat, hot water, use of laundry, 
tolerance of parrots, storeroom privileges, 
are heard daily. The board of education 
proposes to add a new question to the 
list. What are the school facilities of the 
neighborhood ? 

It is reported that in fifty-four schools 
there are 3,359 pupils too many. In 194 
schools there are 24,782 vacant seats. If 
population were to be distributed in more 
even fashion there would “be far less 
trouble for the board of education. Con- 
gestion in certain quarters of the city 
is what playe havoc with the plams for 
popular education. To prevent this, the 
schoo] management committee intends to 
send out many circulars during the next 
few days, calling attention to the crowded 
condition of certain of the schools and the 
superior advantages afforded by others. 

A good many factors enter into the 
problem of finding a home. To be near 
place of employment, to have ready ac- 
cess to transportation lines, to have old 
friends as yen. "ye have church priv- 
ileges, to be near park, to. get better 
market facilities, to have more room—in- 
quiry would show that many different 
social and economic considerations are in- 
volved in moving. In a large number of 
cases the crowded condition of the schools

dence would not alter a preference al- 
ready indicated for other reasons. 

But there undoubtedly are a good many 
other instances where the individual se 
lects his home in a more or less hap- 
hazard fashion. The exact location is 
unimportant. North side, south side, west 
side, it is a matter of comparative ‘a- 
difference. This is the class to whom the 
school circular should make its strongest 
appeal. Some others may be guided by it. 
The plan is worth trying. It may help 
materially in relieving the school situation 
in some localities. It, no doubt, is true 
that thousands of citizens haye no con- 
ception whatever of the school advantages 
offered in different parts of the city where 
there are many desirable houses and flats 
for rent. 


: KIDNAPING, 

There ‘are. thousands of hearts that go 
out in sympathy to parents when a child 
is stolen. It is am intensely human situ- 
ation. It may happen in any home. The 
grief of father and mother is not meas- 
ured by the means to pay ransom, The 
keen anguish which attends any such dis- 
tressful occurrence is a thing that makes 
the whole world kin. The poor and the 
rich alike have reason to hate the kid- 
naper as the worst type of villain. 

The law counts kidnaping an infamous 
crime .in Illinois. 
vides a punishment of not more than five 
years in the penitentiary or a fine of not 
more than $1,000, or both. It also bars 
the convicted kidnaper from ever serv- 
ing on a jury, voting at an election, ur 
holding any office of honor or trust. 
Those are severe penalties if inflicted 
upon individuals likely to care for such 
things. For the kidnaper they are inade- 
quate. The tendency of the times ia 
against the death penalty, even when 
murder is committed. But death would 
be none too great a penalty for the 
wretch who steals a child with the 
thought of forcing the payment of ran- 
som. It is getting to be altogether too 
common a crime in this country.

Inasmuch as the liturgy of the Protestant 
Episcopal church of the United States is al- 
most rg nema with that of the Church of 
England. may “ask why this particular 
prayer should have been eliminated. It is 
an inquiry that would not be without some 
bearing. upon the public discussion now in 
progress as to the attitude of the clergy and 
vestry of old Trinity church in New York 
concerning the administration of its im- 
mense property, much of which consists of 
high priced, insanitary tenements in the 
slums of the Empire city. 

It is ‘easy to understand why the prayer 
should have fallen into disuse in England. 
For in the seventeenth, and especially in the 
eighteenth, century the parish clergy were 
wholly dominated by the great nobles and 
territorial magnates owning the advowsons, 
and moreover were recruited from men of 
an inferior class and of less education and 
independence of character than is the case 
today.

So much has been printed in the cable dis- 
patches concerning the Sackville-West cause 
célébre' which has lately been engaging the 
tribunals at Madrid, and I have so frequent- 
ly discussed the case in these letters, that I 
will merely content myself by drawing at- 
tention to one point, of which sight seems 
to have been entirely lost.

Europe has been searched from one end te 
the other for the purpose of discovering evi- 
dence that some such ceremony occurred. 
Parish registers and municipal records by 
the thousand have been examined and large 
rewards offered for proofs of or even clews 
to the existence of the latter. But it has all 
been without avail. It seems perfectly clear 
that Lord; Sackville; though he lived with 
Pepita as his oe and even legally recog: 
nized himself in e as the father of some 
of the .younger children which she bore to 
him, never went through any ceremony of 
marriage with her, either civil or ecclesi- 
astical. |

This renders Henry Sackville-West, the 
claimant, illegitimate in the eyes of the Eng- 
lish law, and as such barred from any right 
to his father’s peerage and to the entailed 
property, which includes Knole park, in 
Kent. His father during his lifetime repeat- 
edly declared him, publicly and privately, to 
be his Hlegitimate son, and, this being the 
case, the burden of proof of the authenticity

This fact has not been mentioned at all 
during the proceedings at Madrid. The ques- 
tion before the court there was as to whether 
the records of the marriage of Pepita and of 
Oliva in the parish registers of the Church 
of San Millan were authentic or forged. It 
was admitted that Oliva had survived Pepita 
by some sixteen years and that no record ex- 
isted of their having been divorced. The 
marriage register of the Church of San Mil- 
lan showed indications of having been tam- 
pered with. For there was a coarse erasure 
with a knife and the’ names of Oliva and 
Pepita were then written over the erasure.

The claimant has always contended that 
this was a forgery and that his mother was 
never married to Oliva. But the present 
Lord Sackville, like his uncle and prede- 
cessor, and also the Spanish authorities wave 
insisted that the erasure was merely made 
with the object of casting doubt upon the 
authenticity of the record; and this view 
has been confirmed by the discovery through 
microscopic examination that the names 
erased were those of Oliva and Pepita. More- 
over, the man who is known to have perpe- 
trated the erasure, and now a fugitive of 
justice, was formerly associated with Henry 
Sackville-West in the latter’s endeavors to 
establish bis legitimacy. The two men, who 
have just been on trial, were charged with 
being accomplices, but while no doubt re-

Both she and Henry were born in 
the south of France and legally recognized 
there by the late Lord Sackville as his off- 
spring, although he had refrained from rec- 
ognizing their elder brother and sisters, the 
latter of whom lived with their father at 
Washingtan. Now this legal recognition has 
the effect of endowing them with legitimacy 
in France,“hough not in England. But it 
only renders them legitimate in France in 
the event of their mother having been a free 
woman at tbe time of their birth. For the 
French law expressly declares that recogni- 
tion by man of children born to him by 
the wife of another is invalid and even pun- 
ishable.

Emperor William is not going to the Med- 
iterranean this spring, despite all reports 
which have been printed to the contrary, and 
Iam thus able to confirm the announcement 
which I made in these letters shortly after 
Christmas.

“A song show without a plot is the cap- 
tion which heads the program at the Whitney 
and the description exactly fits the entertain- 
ment offered. tless pieces have been 
abundant in the past, but there have been 


none quite so wanting in this regard as this 


latest example of the, gentle art of musical 
comedy writing. When the librettist dis- 
claims the credit of providing his play with a 
plot. no one is at liberty to re him if it 
ie discovered to be , but there is 
ground for complaint when it is witless as 
well, and such “The Boy and the Girl” 
proves to be. : 

Saturday night's audience was of that 

complexion and in that receptive attitude 
which it has become accustomed to expect at 
the premiere pero which (take place 
im the local musical comedy stock theaters. 
The friends of the author, the composer, the 
producer, the actors, the management, the 
house, and the proféssion in general were 
there in sufficient numbers to fill every seat 
and each one came prepared to laugh, to 
applaud, and to enjoy to the full whatever 
was offered. 
The announcement that Richard Carle had 
provided the book was taken as sufficient 
guarantee that it would be at least amus- 
ing. but so far short of the mark did Carle 
fall that there was not a single call for him 
and the curtain was allowed to descend at 
the end of the first act and stay descended 
without a show of protest. What followed, 
with the exception of the few minutes dur- 
ing which Mr. Callahan held the stage, was 
even more deadly dull than that which had 
preceded and before the finale was reached 
the audience had’ begun to file out. 

There is no excuse for the offering of such 
@ half-baked concoction as this latest Carle 
book and such alleged hu and auch pre- 
historic jokes are an affront to an; audience. 
To make up for the librettist’s deficiency Mr. 
Sohlke subjected his choristers to such feats 
of strenuosity that they were never allowed 
to be idle for an instant while they were 
on view, and their absences from the scene 
were barely long enough to allow for a 
change of costume. Truly the life of the 
Sohlke chorus lady Is a gay one, and hardly 
less so is that of the Sohlke chorus man. 

The latest freak of the inventive Gus is 
displayed at the opening of the second act. 
The scene represents an outdoor café in 
Havana. The tables are laid with suspicious- 
ly long cloths and the occasional shifting of 
a table gives 1 of a surprise to come 
when, presto! the cloths are whisked off, 
the tops open up, and the legs of the table 
become the nether limbs of a dancing girl. 
There were other minor features of a similar 
turn, hardly as novel as the table act, but 
none failed to win appleuse. 

The score composed by Mr. Heartz dis- 
closed several numbers of a decidedly tak- 
ing style and with one exception they are 
of sufficient merit to be allowed to remain. 
The exception is a stage door ditty, un- 
noticed on the program, wifich Mr. Garvie 
introduced the second act. The song hit 
of the production is Katie, Come and 
Kiss Me, sung by Miss Standon, Mr. Bar- 
baretto, and chorus: ‘This undoubtedly will 
know popularity. The introductory chorus 
to the Allen's Alcagars’’ number also was 
pleasingly melodious. Miss Standon's en- 
trance song entitled A Simple Girl won 
many encores because of the charming fash- 
ion in which it was sung, and “ Seductive 
Caroline” and. In Yucatan’ gained in 
popularity because of the business which 
accompanied. them. 

The one bright spot in 
was the singing of Miss Harriet Standon, 
who appeared: as “the girl.“ Miss Standon 
is the possessor of @ sweet, sympathetic, and 
excellently controlled voice, her presence is 
winsome, and her methods delightfully sim- 
ple. Eddie Garvie, Lee Kohlmar, Toby 
Lyons, George E. Mack, and Felix Fantus 
formed a quartet of comedians handicapped 
beyond a chance of winning. Jimmy” 
Callahan proved to be the funmaker of the 
aggregation and by contributing a budget 
of Irish stories in the form of a monologue 
materially lightened proceedings in the sec- 
ond act. The stalwart Jimmy was wholly 
at ease, his brogue was beyond reproach, 
‘and his reception accordingly the most cor- 
dial of the evening. Ilon Bergere struggled 
with a Spanish accent and sang lustily, 
and Jeanne Towler won distinetion through 
the cut of her gown.

His program was an attractive one, con- 
taining, as it did, in addition-6 a group of 
Brahms, selections by Schubert, Liszt, Schu- 
mann, Jensen, Strauss, Tschalkowsky, Erich 
Wolff, and four English songs. Of the Schu- 
bert, particularly well done the Der 
Juengling an der Quelle, which admitted of 
pianissimo effects, The Lisst Im Rhein 
was satisfactorily given, while the Brahms 
Sehnsucht,.“ the Strauss Friendly Vi- 
sion,” and the Jensen Serenade were 
other admirable moments in a successful 
afternoon. Mrs. Karieton Hackett was at 
the plano and supplied some finely sympa- 
thetic accompaniments.

HE STUFF OF A MAN,” by Kath- 

ee arine Evans Blake, is a novel of 

purpose, and Whatever there may 

be of humor, or characterization, 

or pilot in the story, is put there 

gor the illumination of the motive.

The story has idyllic fea- 
qures to it, and would be charming, were 
not the heavy cloud of the race complica- 
tion hanging over it; but Mrs. Blake, of 
course, has been much less interested in 
her idyll than in her racial tragedy, and it 
igs therefore to the darker features of her 
Yale that the reader is forced to turn his 
attention. It easily may be imagined that 
the author had even more reluctance to em- 
phasize this sadder half of her tale than 
the reader has to peruse it. One enters into 
tne discussion heavily, impatient at the pain 
and the ugliness of the question, and secret- 
ly desirous of thrusting it aside and never 
thinking of it again. 


it is one of the most melancholy features 
of our national lite, however, that it will 
not be thrust aside for any length of time. 
if we do not have the negro question with 
us today we quite inevitably have it with 
us tomorrow, ahd must stare the grim ques- 


tion of race antagonism and race amalgama- 


tion in the face. in the present instance, the 
dispassionate reader cannot but feel that, 
on the one hand, Mrs, Blake has under- 
gtated the culpability of the negro in those 
matters Which have brought upon him the 
frenzied vengeance of his white neighbor; 
and on the other hand that she has failed 
to show the negro at his best. Probably a 
jJukewarm public would not have counte- 
nanced a depiction either of the more mon- 
strous negro, or of that little believed in, but 
undeniabiy existent negro of the colleges, 
whose home, attire, manners, and ideas 
would contrast tavorably with your own; 
and whose patience and trust in the future 
possibly outweigh yours immeasurably. 

it cannot be said that the book proves 
anything. it is the voice of love and com- 
passion, and as such it should be listened 
to, and because of the entertainment it 
provides in the way of character drawing— 
the depiction, really, of a whole community 
it may well be read with interest, even by 
those who are not moved by the importance 
of the question here’ discussed. 


But, however sympathetic the white read- 
er may be with the spirit that prompted 
the writing of the book, it must still be 
urged that the statement of the case was 
not a talr one. it the degenerate negro who 
threatened the safety of the heroine had suc- 
ceeded in committing the crime he proposed, 
then Mrs. Blake would have stated the case 
Tairly. She would have presented a curious 
aspect of contemporary history, which the 
man regards with a horror that amounts to 
madness; and then her mob, made to appear 
80 futile and so absurd, would have ac- 
quired the significance which mobs some- 
times wear, and Mrs. Blake would have 
opened the discussion of her forbidding topic 
upon a fair basis. Her feeling is for the 
suffering biatks. One would not deny to 
them their meed of compassion; but it 
must never be forgotten that the whites 
‘Pear a burden of suffering, too, and that at 
times this is crushing in its weight. 
in many of its aspects this sincere and up- 
jooKing novel compares with When the 
Gates Lift up Their Heads,“ by Payne Ers- 
Kine, a novel which appeared about five 
years ago, and which did not have the suc- 
cess to Which its warm and rich humanity 
entitled it. No doubt, in that case, as in this, 
the austerity of the question outweighed 
the sweetness, the humor, and the charm. 
Both books have these qualities—both have 
thrown out their tragedies against the high 
light of an idyllic picture. Each book, also, 
hoids a brief tor the intrinsic nobility of 
the negro. Mrs. Blake's black hero, though 
subject to the abject fear which overtakes 
his race in hours of stress, arose to the place 
where he could offer himself to a frantic mob 
as the man for whom they were looking,.at 
the moment when they were about to exe- 
cute another man in his place. ‘ Greater 
love than this, cried an old friend of the 
blacks, ** hath no man—that he lay down his 
life for a friend.“ 


And he has great love, too, who will devote 
a talent of no mean order, te a merciful pres- 
entation of the case for a people now in the 
throes of a curious and forced evolutionary 
process—a happy and simple people, forced 
‘Py an inclement destiny, to measure them- 
Seives with the efficient, self-assertive, and 
arrogant men of an aggressive race and a 


‘seriousness and in the almost

“THE POWER OF A LIE” (Mitchell 


Kennerly), by Bohan Bojer, translated from 
the Norwegian by Jessie Muipy comes to the 
reader with the. strongest recommendations. 
It has been “ crowned hy the French acad- 
emy,” and is introduced by Hall Caine. Mr. 
Caine says: This is a great book. I can 
have no hesitation. whatever in saying that 
it would be difficult to praise too highly the 
power and reticence of this story. When I 
compare it with’ other Norwegian novels, 
even the best and by the best known writers, 
I feel that it transcends them in its high 
relentless 
Strength with which its dominant idea is 
carried through. Its atmosphere is often 
Wonderful, sometimes startling, and its 
structure is without any fault that has be- 
trayed itself to me.“ 

The book seems in its artistry and its theme 
not a little like Maupassant’ 8 story of The 
Piece of String.,“ or even like “‘ The Neck- 
lace,“ though these are much shorter and 
Slighter. The liar of the story has houses 
and forests and lands and stands high in 
the community. He is kind to his children 


and generous to his old servants, whom he 


cares for, or pensions. He acts the lie in 
the first place so that his wife shall not know 
that he has signed a guarantee by which 
he stands to lose. It takes wings in an in- 
credibly short time and might have been 
taken back if a man on a ski had not got 
too far away to be overtaken. Once com- 
mitted to the lie, that he did not sign 
the paper, he has to lie again and again, 
and the man who is innocent of forgery 
is finally sent to prison as a forger. while 
the liar is feasted by his friends and stands 
in higher honor than ever in the community. 
The Har is fairly obsessed. ‘‘ He always 
stood, as it were, and looked after this dan- 
gerous lie, which branched out from his 
own tongue, wandered about the parish, and 
grew, every day like a specter that would 
one day turn against him. And yet he was 
obliged to help the specter to grow still 
more, for, like the Hon tamer who dares 
not turn his back on the lions, he must not 
waver, must not show fear, and there was 
nothing to be done but to stick to the story.“ 
Thes other man is as thoroughly obsessed 
with his feeling of innocence as the one is 
with his guijt. But he is a weak and reck- 
less enthusiast, whose failure brings a ter- 
rible train of distresses to those who have 
trusted him—misery, starvation, and death. 
One whqm he has wronged goes mad, and 
his wife’s father hangs himself. The poor, 
great hearted wife whose own fortune has 
gone in the wreck is the terribly innocent 
vietim of the most cruel and heartrending 
events. She had married against her father's 
will. Her money, at first put out of her hus- 
band’s reach, she finally gives to him for his 
business. When trouble comes he is so ab- 
sorbed in himself that she has to bear the 
terrible domestic burdens. . The secondary 
theme of the story, as embodied in her, might 
well be the misfortunes that come to a 
woman from marrying a weak soul. The 
real teaching of the book is not a pleasant 


one to meditate upon.

Mr. Richard Whiteing has in mind none oth- 
ers than the nobodies. He has amused him- 
self in making somethjng more than a score 
of studies of these people, some stupid, many 
with aspirations, but without effectiveness, 
people still waiting for a turn of luck and 
meanwhile lying low. Many of them have 
hobbies and some can hardly bear the re- 
sponsibility of living in the sphere where 
chance or circumstance has placed them. 
They are the quiet folk who form this vast 
majority, the mighty preponderance” of 
mankind—“ Quietists high and low.“ They 
form a multitude which is the lowest com- 
mon denominator.’’ ‘‘ You may be a peer and 
a Little Person, or you may be a peasant, a 
duchess or a needlewoman: Little Peopledom 
alone counts in the last resort.” 

‘Mr. Whiteing 1s quite tireless in showing 
the negative ways of the people of his theme. 
of these people who may be quite lovable and 
vet can't make a do of it.“ On the Hole 
he does not make them out to be an attractive 
people. yet some are greatly so. Sometimes 
he gives a category in a sentence, again ina 
whole story. Sometimes he defines a Little 
Peopler thus: One of those who don't want 
to fight, not necessarily that he lacks nerve 
or sinew for the encounter, but mainly that 
he feels that his victory means another de- 
feat.“ Or again he shows how n stupid 
a Little Peopler may be. 

„Women by myriads are in the army.” 
„An heir to a peerage, of my acquaintance 
got himself formally enrolled as a L ittle 
Peopler by the simple process of bolting from 
a noble circle and leaving no address. They 
sought him high and low. Meanwhile 
he was quietly engaged as a common seaman 
before the mast, in inmeasurable voyages 
round the Horn. or what not, with no events 
but the alternations of sunshine and storm, 
and vigils under the stars. . 

In every age select souls like his have la- 
bored for Saturday night's wages and for the 
redemption of the world. Sometimes they 
have drudged in meaner toil and for a mere 
payment, in kind, of provender. I am not 
forgetful of Epictetus in the slave lairs of 
Rome. It is an enduring type and we have 
but to use our eyes to find it in a particularly 
beautiful efflorescence in our societies of to- 


day.

‘GIVES VIEWS OF TEACHERS. 


Says Whipping Is Necessary to Disci- 
pline Unruly. Pupiis.

Restoration of corporal punishment in the 
public schools was advocated by the Rev. 
M. P. Boy nton last night in a prelude to his 
sermon in Lexington Avenue Baptist church. 
He said he had sent these two questions to 


many school teachers: 

Has it helped discipline in the schools to 
abolish corporal punishment?’ 

Do you think it woul! help matters te 
revive the sterner methods of discipline?” 

Nearly a score of teachers ex 
themselves on this matter,” he said. “ All 
but one deplore the present situation and 
question the wisdom of the rule abolishing 
corporal punishment. 

He then read some extracts from letters he 
received in answer to his inquiries. One 
teacher wrote: 

‘There is a spirit of lawlessness and disre- 
spect in the schools, a spirit of ‘ I'll do what 1 
please and a disregard for the rights of 
others that are appalling. When other metb- 
ods of discipline have been used and found 
wanting, I believe the refractory pupil 
should be given a sound frouncing by the 
principal.“ 

Teachers Defled by Children. 

Another teacher had this to say: 

„ have heard of children making this 
remark to their teacher: ‘Aw, Iain’t scared 
of you; you can’t do nothing tome.’ What 
can a teacher do in such a case? Something 
ought to be done or our children will grow 
up with no respect for law or authority. 
Better a sound thrashing than a term in 
reform school or penitentiary.” 

In another letter these observations were 


made: 


methods of discipline were revived. Some 
children simply must have the fear of cor- 
poral punishment in order to behave.” 4 

A teacher in the midst of a foreign popula- 
tion wrote: 

I think it is a mistake to tie the teach- 
ers hands to such an extent that she can- 
not touch an unruly child. The idea that the 
teacher can do nothing makes some children 
unruly and the knowledge that you could 
inflict bodily punishment would make it 
seldom necessary. Many parents ask me to 
punish. their children when they need it, 
but the board of education does not permit it, 
Discipline of the school today is too lax, in 
my opinion.”’ 


Wants Flogging Restored. 

“Another teacher, said Pastor Boynton, 
“says the condition in many localities is 
extremely difficult because of the absence of 
corporal punishment, and then declares she 
would not like to see corporal punishment 
revived in the schools. Her letter, however, 
is an argument for its restoration for the 
most unruly children at least. 

„In the light of this unanimity of expert 
opinion from those wl are closest to and 
best acquainted with the whole problem of 
discipline in the public schools it behooves 
the board of education to give immediate at- 
tention to the question of rescinding the rule 
against corporal. punishment in the schools 
of this city.

Sees Crying Need for Education of the 
Hands Same as Brain. 


“Our public schools are not making full 
Provision for the requirements of the best 
| citizenship,” declared Dr. Emil G. Hirsch at 
Sinai temple yesterday morning: “ We have 
made no provision for those who must be 
workers with their hands instead of their 
heads, The present system fita pupils for 
‘but two trades that of clerk or that of teach- 
er. The public school must be made the 
best, but it must also be de efficient."’ 

Dr. Hirsch declared that the school of the 
future is best exemplified In the Jewish Man- 
ual Training school of this city, which he 
asserted was thé only one of its kind and 
several years in advance of the age. 


‘Why Public Schools Fail. 

‘He criticised the public schools as falling 
| in their aim to educate all classes of chil- 
dren so that they may arrive at the best pos- 
sibie citizenship, and laid that failure mainly 
to the desire to cram too much knowledge 
into the heads of young children who are 
not fitted physically, morally, or mentally to 
receive it. 
The school of tomorrow,” he said, will 
be much better fitted, for accomplishing the 
results desired—that of fitting a man to his 
place among his fellows—and it will be found- 
ed upon the lines of the Jewish Manual 
Training school, -the th of which has 
been tried by practice and found practica- 
die.” 
Dr. Hirsch explained that the principle car- 
ried out at the Jewish Manual Training 
achool is to divide the classes into two hour 
squads and while one is studying from books 
the other is engaged in mechanical work 
with tools.

Two hours of work in 
between is stimulating and the study can bet- 
ter be resumed. Under present conditions 
the six hours of study are not even taken 
under * ag paystest conditions and sur- 
round

a tendency to cut down delinquency, as the 
work with the hands providee an interest for 
the pupils, especially the boys, and that tru- 
ancy is uncommon.
